| day by the University of Denver. Most whites, according to the survey, believe race relations wil] be 
: worse after the war. “After the war, do you expect Negroes and white people to get along. with 
| each other better, or not as well as they did beforethe war?” was the question asked.

Those who volunteer “same” include two groups: (1) persons who think the situation bad now 
and fee) it will continue to be bad after the war —14%—and, (2) persons who consider the Negro- 
white situation perfectly satisfactory now and see no reason why it should change—9%. 

When only those who committed themselves in one or the other direction are considered, 63% 
‘ think whites and Negroes will not get along as wel] after the war and only 37% think they wil!

LTHOUGH HENRY A. WALLACE 

LOST OUT in his fight to win the 
Democratic Vice Presidential nomination. 
the circumstances a his defeat 
are far fromm discouraging. In fact, they are 
encouraging—to say the least. Wallace has 
now become the symbol of democracy and 
hope in Democratic ranks as Wendel! Will- 
kie is this symbol! in Republican ranks. It 

Re gives us an anchor to which to cling and a 

star to which to pin our faith 

One of the most outstanding events—end event it was— 
in the Wallace fight. was that some of the southern states 
picked him as their choice. In the first ballot. Georgia—of 
all states—gave its total! number of votes to Wallace and 
stayed with him to the bitter end. Texas. which led the 
would-be revolt against the New Deal, gave Wallace 27 to 
Trurgan's 21 in the first ballot 

When we realize that these southern states cast their 
votes for Wallace. following his bold advocacy of rights for 
all mMority groups and his denunciation of poll taxes and un- 
equal opportunities, the action is all the more outstanding 

Another encouraging sign was the reception given to the 
Vice President by the rank and file of the delegates at the 
cunvention He was undoubtedly the idol of the hour. His 
appearance and his speech were more vociferously lauded 
than those of any other leading figure. It is no wonder that his 
wife said that she was happier over her husband's defeat this 
year than over his victory in former years. For, as Mrs. Wal- 
‘lace pointed out. his reception at former conventions was so 
bitter that he had difficulty talking at all, due to the down- 
right boos and blasts from the delegates. 

Wher Mr. Wallace completed his speech at this Conven- 
tion, in which he leaded the liberal policies of the New Deal. 
while at the same time knowing that he was stitking his head 
in the lion's mouth. the eyes of a number of hard-boiled politi- 
ciens were misty. There is no doubt that this statesman has 
left his mark on even the white-supremacy advocates and has 
once again proved that liberalism is not yet dead in America 


Another encouraging factor of the convention that can't 
be laughed off is that Seuth's threatened revolt against 
the New Deal did not materialize. After eft their brash talk 
about white supremacy. southern whites are thinking and 
are reading the handwriting on the wall. 

! am sure that in the secret cranial chambers of many of 


these folks who carry aloft the banner of white supremacy 


are hidden thoughts of clarity and liberalism. | arm sure that 
many of thern do not believe what they openly espouse. but 
that they voice these opinions because they believe they will 
win the votes of the masses. 

Where they make their mistakes. however. is that the 
masses are well ahead of the politicians. and would welcome 
a leader who would lead them out of the wilderness of back- 
ward confusion into the path of progress and brotherhood 
The defeat of Governor Talmadge of Georgia joe Starnes of 
Alabama, Martin Dies of Texas. Cotton Ed Smith of South 
Carolina. and Hattie Caraway of Arkansas stand as proofs 
of this trend ’ 

! am firmly convinced that the man with enough wis- 
dom and guts te take the lead in this direction can awaken 
ead remake the South. 

Most of us have had the experience of running into white 
persons, fresh from the Deep South. who seem relieved to be 
able to associate with Negroes and to accept them as human ! 
beings and even as equals. They are glad to throw off the 
yoke of blind prejudice that has swamped their thinking | 
living. when free from the southern laws that foster and 
actually ferce this attitude. 

Don't let the politicians mislead you into believing that f 
the jimcro laws are today the choice of the masses.
